Well after getting a trashed up NC109 from UPS and spent hours on the 
cosmetics (Not too bad now) I decided to plug it in! Guess what?- 
Nothing. It didn't take long to find the broken phoenolic wafer at the 
rear of the band switch. Cracked in two places and didn't look promising 
as there was little room for reinforcement. 


Now the TIP- modern day materials are simply wonderful. Of course 
you've heard of Super Glue, but how many know that you can use GRAPHITE 
FIBERS along with cyanoacrylate adhesives to create a repair job 
stronger than the original phoenolic? This is the same 

material used for high performance aircraft,boats etc. If you ever need 
to repair something like this trip down to your well stocked hobby shop 
and ask for some graphic fibers. Watch the handling of this stuff, its 
tricky and you do not want it penetrating the skin as I've heard it 
likes to wander around in the body, and you can't see the fibers they 
are so small. I've also used this to repair broken plastic switches and 
other unreplaceable parts in BA's.

Boy you guys got me chuckling about the good ol' days of FM _ before 
the rice boxes came out and the 2 meter band was taken over by the 
CB'ers. 


I had a 63 Plymouth ex police car (BIG alternator) with a T44 and a 140D. 

Punch the mike button on the 140D at night and the oncoming traffic would 

flick their high beam lights at you. Think that radio put out like 

60 watts (used an 829B for a final) and did have the 3 osc decks in it. Guys 
using those thing did not need a repeater. In fact, after the rice boxes hit the 
market, requiring the use of a repeater (which we called a crutch) we used to 
talk on the output freq of the repeater.
